It was finally decided that the city 
should be given a charter covering 
the district surrounding Edmonton tor 
eighty miles, and that the points t« 
which the city proposed to extend 
their railway should be specified 
They were to be given two years to 
build fifteen miles of railway and five 
years to complete their lines, Thi 
conformed with the Railway bill, anc 
placed Edmonton on practically the

GREAT STADIUM NEARLY 
FINISHED. 


London, Feb. 19.—'The last girder for 
the steel structure of the great stadium 
at Shepperd’s Bush, London, in whieh 
the Olympic games will be contested this 
year was placed in position this week 
and some idea can now be obtained of 
the magnitude of the British Olympic 
associations undertaking. This stadium 
has been designed to accommodate 70,000 
spectators and besides will contain rooms 
for the competitors, officials and general 
public and a lot of floor space for ex- 
hibits of sporting implements. The 
center is a turf arena 700 feet in length
